Community rallies 
around autistic 
child’s treasure

Already coping with the daily 
challenges of caring for an 
autistic child, Shannon Kore¬ 
man never thought she'd 
have to explain to her 13- 
year-old foster son that he'd 
been the victim of a thought¬ 
less crime, and that she has 
no idea why. 

On Thursday night, Kore¬ 
man discovered that her 
son's special-needs bicycle 
had been stolen out of her 
backyard, though she and her 
husband covered the bike 
with a tarp and jammed it 
between a fence and vehicle 
to make sure it would never 
be the target of thieves. 

"I have no idea why some¬ 
one would do this. Maybe 
they needed it, or didn't even 
know it was a special-needs 
bike," she said. 

Since then, Koreman has 
been on a marathon search 
throughout the Westmount 
area for her son's bike, as the 
theft has taken away a large 
part of his independence. 

"It really allowed him to be 
one of the guys out there," 
Koreman said. "It allowed us 


to go on bike rides, which is 
one of the only activities we 
can do as a family." 

Koreman said the family 
rides every weekend and that 
since her son's bike has been 
stolen, she's been bearing the 
emotional brunt of the theft, 
as well as searching for it 
tirelessly. 

"Over the years, I've taken 
over the emotions that would 
he not have been autistic, he 
would have felt," she said. 
"Because he doesn't really 
feel things the same way, I 


found that I'm feeling them 
for him. I just walked in the 
rain crying, looking for his 
bike." 

The bike was donated to 
the family five years ago by 
the Children's Ability Fund. 
Koreman calculated that it 
would take the family about 
one year to save the $1,000 
that would be needed to re¬ 
place it. 

"Like anybody else, it's re¬ 
ally hard to save money," she 
said. 

Since hearing about the in¬ 


cident in the media, workers 
from Midwest Constructors 
have raised the money 
among employees to replace 
the bike. 

Though the money has 
been donated, Koreman says 
that she'll continue to search 
for the bike, and if it's found, 
she'll donate the money back 
to charity. 

"I'm just so angry at all the 
bad people out there, but I 
know that there are 20 good 
guys right there."

Immigration 
vote looms 


Tory plan to ease 
applicant backlog 
still underfire 

It's the nearly one million 
cases caught in Canada's 
huge immigration 
backlog, that has 
prompted Immi¬ 
gration Minister 
Diane Finley to call 
for "urgent action" 
to modernize a 
dysfunctional sys¬ 
tem. 

The government's pro¬ 
posed changes to the Immi¬ 
gration and Refugee 
Protection Act are to be voted 
on in the coming weeks. No 
one disputes the long waits 
are unacceptable. But a 
growing number of immigra¬ 


tion experts and community 
groups say Finley's proposal 
will not reduce the backlog 
and will, in fact, lengthen the 
wait because the amend¬ 
ments only apply to new ap¬ 
plications filed after Feb. 26. 

If passed, the leg¬ 
islative changes 
would give Finley 
the power to reject 
applications even if 
they meet all the cri¬ 
teria and instruct of¬ 
ficials to cherry-pick 
immigrants based 
on labour market needs. The 
government has embedded 
the controversial changes in 
the budget bill, turning the 
immigration plan into a con¬ 
fidence vote — a move the 
Grits were ill-prepared for.

NASA probe to 
assess Mars’ ability 
to sustain life 

A small science probe blazed 
through the salmon-coloured 
skies of Mars yesterday, 
touching down on a frozen 
desert at the planet's north 
pole to search for water and 
assess conditions for sustain¬ 


ing life, NASA officials said. 

The spacecraft, known as 
Phoenix, landed at 7:53 p.m. 
after a do-or-die plunge 
through the planet's thin at¬ 
mosphere and thruster-jet 
landing to the Mars surface. 
It marked the first time a 
spacecraft had successfully 
landed at one of the planet's 
polar regions. 

"It was a hell of a lot 


scarier than the two Mars 
rovers," NASAs space sci¬ 
ences chief Ed Weiler said, 
referring to the cushioned 
landings of the Spirit and Op¬ 
portunity rovers. 

Pulled by Mars' gravity, 
Phoenix was tearing along at 
12,700 mph before it entered 
the atmosphere, which 
slowed the craft so it could 
pop out a parachute and fire 


thruster rockets to gently 
float to the ground. 

Scientists found in 2002 
that Mars' polar regions have 
vast reservoirs of water 
frozen beneath a shallow 
layer of soil. Phoenix was 
launched Aug. 4, 2007, to 
sample the water and deter¬ 
mine if the right ingredients 
for life are present.

Aftershock rocks 
recovering China 


At least six killed 
in 5.8 tremor 

A strong aftershock jolted 
southwest China yesterday 
killing at least six people and 
injuring nearly 1,000 others, 
state media said, nearly a 
fortnight after a big earth¬ 
quake killed tens of thou¬ 
sands in the same area. 

More than 70,000 houses 
were toppled during Sun¬ 
day's tremor in Qingchuan, 
Sichuan province, state tele¬ 
vision reported. The 5.8- 
magnitude aftershock was 
epicentred 40 kilometres 
west-northwest of 

Guangyuan, the U.S. Geolog¬ 
ical Survey said. 

Almost all of Qingchuan's 
houses had been declared 
unsafe after a devastating 
earthquake on May 12, and 
residents had moved into 
tents on the fringes of town. 


quake lake 

China planned to dyna¬ 
mite rock, mud and rub¬ 
ble forming a dangerously 
large “quake lake" today. 

Chinese soldiers carry¬ 
ing 10 kg of dynamite 
each arrived at the Tangji- 
ashan lake, one of dozens 
formed by the earth¬ 
quake, to try to blast 
away rubble, Xinhua news 
agency said. 

A mountain slope abutting 
the town had shown a crack, 
leading to fears it could 
smother part of the city in a 
landslide. 

Premier Wen Jiabao, who 
believes the overall death 
toll from the May 12 quake 
could exceed 80,000, has 
said the main concerns are 
secondary disasters like 
flooding and landslides, epi¬ 
demics, and providing shel¬ 
ter for the 5 million 
displaced. reuters

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Vacation deprived? 


Almost 30% of 
Canadians aren’t 
taking time off

Feeling vacation-deprived? 
Join the club — a new Ipsos- 
Reid survey shows 29 per cent 
of Canadians do not take all 
their vacation days every year 
and 33 per cent agreed they 
feel vacation-deprived at 
work. 

The survey, in its sixth year 
and released by o nlin e travel 
portal Expedia.ca, found that 
lack of time, too much work, 
restrictive and unsupportive 
vacation policies at work and 
workload guilt from bosses 
and co-workers all con¬ 
tributed to fewer people tak¬ 
ing vacation days. Only 21 per 
cent of Canadians missed tak¬ 


ing all their vacation days in 
the same study last year. 

"People have a hard time 
taking a vacation when 
they're too busy to get away," 
said Beverly Beuermann- 
King, a stress and wellness ex¬ 
pert from 
Toronto in¬ 
volved with 
the study. 

Beuer- 
mann-King 
says in her ex¬ 
perience, peo¬ 
ple who don't 
take vacations 
often think 
they are being 
more productive but in fact 
show much higher rates of ab¬ 
senteeism, drug use and dis¬ 
ability claims than people who 
take a regular break. 

"Not taking a vacation is a 
symptom of not having that 
work-life balance. If you don't 


have time to take your vaca¬ 
tion, then what else do you 
have time for?" she said. 

For most people, a few days 
of fun and relaxation can 
make a big difference, but oth¬ 
ers may need to put their foot 
down and 
commit to 
some real time 
off. 

"If you 
haven't had a 
vacation in 
five years, a 
long weekend 
probably isn't 
going to make 
you feel reju- 
Beuermann-King 

Getting into "vacation 
mode" can take a few days, so 
Beuermann-King says to plan 
for a one- to two-week vaca¬ 
tion if you need a longer 
break. Knowing yourself is 


also key to choosing the right 
vacation: People in repetitive 
jobs often find joy in doing 
something tense and adven¬ 
turous, whereas people in 
stressful jobs tend to prefer 
something relaxing like lying 
on a beach, being served and 
not having to think about 
much of anything. 

Sean Shannon, managing 
director of Expedia.ca , says 
even though the study is in its 
sixth year, he still finds the re¬ 
sults a bit shocking. 

"It always astounds me that 
there are hard-working Cana¬ 
dians who don't use their va¬ 
cation days," he said. 

E-mails and duties can pile 
up upon return, so Beuer- 
mann-King recommends a lit¬ 
tle trick: Tell people you're 
coming back one day later 
than you actually are — this 
will leave you with one whole 
day to catch up.

As workers prepare to enjoy 
the start of the summer va¬ 
cation season, for some, it 
won't mean being free of the 
office. A quarter of workers, 
up from 20 per cent in 2007, 
said they plan to stay in 
contact with work while on 
vacation, and close to one in 
10 (nine per cent) said their 
bosses expect them to be 
working or at least checking 
e-mail while on vacation, 
according to the Career- 
Builder.com annual vaca¬ 
tion survey. 

Fifteen per cent of work¬ 
ers said they gave up vaca¬ 
tion days in 2007 because 
they didn't have time to use 
them, with nine per cent

Paula Moulton's world shat¬ 
tered in 2003, when her 
husband of 19 years, Chuck, 
was killed in a car accident.

The tragedy happened 
just three days before Moul¬ 
ton's first book — a collec¬ 
tion of personal wisdom 
titled Seasons Among The 
Vines: Life Lessons From 
The California Wine Coun¬ 
try — was about to be pub¬ 
lished. 

Her husband had been an 
orthopaedic surgeon serv-

they had owned two dozen 
acres of grapevines near San 
Francisco, selling grapes to 
several wineries in Califor¬ 
nia's famous Sonoma wine 
region. 

Overnight, Moulton had 
to take the financial reins — 
she sold all 24 acres of 
grapevines and began run¬
